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Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -1 5, drawn to a method of analyzing a functional fluid, classified 
in class 436, subclass 164. 

II. Claims 1 6-19, drawn to a test kit comprising a chemically treated test 
medium and a method determining the results, classified in class 422, 
subclass 61 . 

III. Claim 20, drawn to a test kit containing test medium treated with an 
Alizarin indicator, means to interpret the results and instructions for 
performing the test, classified in class 422, subclass 61 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II, III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method could be performed by another and materially 
different apparatus, such as one that does not contain instructions, drawings, pictures, 
photographs or an Alizarin indicator. 

Inventions II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
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806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
the Alizarin dye of the subcombination. The subcombination has separate utility such 
as a test device to determine fluid pH. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Ms. Teresan Gilbert on 1/21/08 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 
1-15. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office 
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action. Claims 16-20 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Becket (USP 5,710,372), Morris (USP 4,793,977) or Pickup et al. (USP 3,580,704). 

Becket teaches in the abstract a method for measuring constituents in a 
lubricating fluid by a colorimetric reaction with a reagent and subsequent comparison to 
a color calibration scale. Column 8 lines 21+ teach the matrix or test medium can be 
paper, etc. which are indistinguishable from the claimed test medium. Column 14 lines 
4-31 teach the machining fluid tested contain lubricants and have been read on the 
claimed "functional fluids." 

Morris (USP 4,793,977) teaches a colorimetric method for testing motor oils. 
Column 2 lines 52+ teach polymer matrix that have been read on the claimed test 
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medium. Column 4 lines 20-26 teach all of the claimed indicators, bromophenol blue, 
methylene blue and Dichlorofluorescein. Example 2 teaches analysis of the colorimetric 
change with the naked eye and example 4 teaches observing fluorescence which have 
been read on the claimed "analysis." 

Pickup et al. (USP 3,580,704) teach a colorimetric test for determining the pH of 
motor oil. Column 3 lines 28 through column 4 line 8 teaches impregnating Kraft paper 
with bromophenol blue, Alizarin Red, bromocresol green or bromocresol purple which 
has been read on the claimed "test medium" and "indicator."
